Testimony in Trial of Building 
Commissioner Heimburger Re 
lates to Contract for Cleaning 
Dome at the Insane Asylum. 


PERMIT FOR BUILDING 
STABLE IS DISCUSSED. 


“When Builders Were Asked Re- 


garding Work in Cote Brilliante 
Avenue, Witness Says They Said 
Permit Was Not Necessary. 


The trial of Building Commissioner Heim- 
burger upon charges of alleged loose con- 
Quct of the affairs of his office was re- 
sumed at the City Hall Friday morning. 

Witnesses were examined with regard to 
the oiling and cleaning of the copper dome 
at the insane asylum and the reconstruc- 
jon of a stable in Cote Brilllante avenue, 
the allegations being that the dome at the 
asylum had not been treated according to 
the specifications in the contract, and that 
the reconstruction of the Cote Brilliante 
stable had been permitted to proceed on an 
irregular permit iseued out of the office of 
the bullding commissioner. 

The first witness was Dr. J. J. Atkins, 
superintendent of the insane asylum. He 
paid he noticed that the copper dome was 
not being olled and cleaned according to 
contract, and he called attention to it to 
an inspectar from the building commis- 
sioner’s office. Subeequently he showed 
Heimbureer what the contractor was do- 
ing. 

He says Heimburger inspected the dome 
and sald it looked antique and would do 
the way it was. He also sald that Heim- 
burger told him he would require a rebate 
to the city from the painter because of the 
departure from the epecifications. 
' In connection with this matter it has 
been understood that the bullding depart- 
ment had changed its mind about putting 
linseed oj] on the copper, it being the im- 
pression that the vil discolored the metal. 
This was not stated on the witness stand, 
and Dr. Atkins ex- 
hibited specimens of copper which had been 
oflied. He thought they did not seem dls- 
colored.

J. W. O'Connell, an unsuccessful bidder 
for the painting contract, was the second 
witness.

BREEDERS LAW 
S ALREADY ON 


Representative Bickley Introduces 
Bill in Missouri Legislature for 
Repeal ‘of Statute Authorizing 
Gambling in the State. ‘ 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 6.—Repre- 
sentative Edward H. Bickley of St. Louls 
as exclusively forecasted in the Post-Dis- 
patch ten days ago, started the ball rolling 
in the Legislaturo this morning, to repeal 
the notorious breeders’ law, which licenses 
gambling for 180 days each year at the 
racetracks. 

Mr. Bickley's bill, presented when the 
House convened today, simply provides for 
the repeal of sections 7419, 7420, 7421, 
7423. 7424 of the revised statutes of Mis- 
souril, which were pasted at the 1897 session 
for the ostensible purpose of promoting 
horse breeding in Missouri. 

The bookmakers now pay into the state 
treasury $5 per day each, while they turn 
over to the racing association $100 a day. 
In return for this compensation they are 
made practicaly exempt from the genéra! 
gambling statutes, which denounces book- 
making as a misdemeanor punishable by 
a fine of $1000, one year in jail, or both. 

The bill will probably be referred to 
the committee on criminal] jurlsprudencé.

EVACUATED BY RUSSIANS. 


Stoessel and Men March From 
Ruined Fortress While Strong 
Japanese Force Enters to Pre- 
serve Order in Fallen City. 


GENERAL OKU’'S HEADQUARTERS, 
VIA FUSAN, Jan. 6.—The Russian bom- 
bardment of the Japamese forces south 
of Mukden has been the heaviest, for 
the last three days, im many weeks. 


LONDON, Jan. é.—In a flurry of alarm at 
the seemingly well authenticated rumors 
of approaching peace in the far East, Lon- 
don speculators. who have been selling 
Russian and Japanese bonds, are insuring 
heavily against an early cessation of hos- 
tilities. 

The majority. of the policies guarantee 
the holders against loses by a termination 
of the war prior to April 30. 

Yesterday's rate was at 30 guineas ®per 
cent, Dut today, 
opinion among the underwriters that the 
Signs of truce are not so promising, only 20 
guineas is being charged. 


RUSSIANS MARCH 
FROM FORTRESS. 


AT PORT ARTHUR WITH THE JAP- 
ANESE THIRD ARMY, via Fusan, Jan. 
6.—The Russian troops have marched from 
Port Arthur and before nightfall all will 
start for Daliny, the officers to awalt their 
transfer to Russia via Nagasaki, the com- 
mon soldiers to be sent to Japan as prison- 


ers of war. 
Gen, Stoes*el and his officers came forth 


from the frotress with their swords at their 
sides, but the rank and file had surrend- 
dered their arms to the Japanese. So 
great has been the suffering of the garri- 
son that the evacuation was less melan- 
choly than might have been antic!lpated. 

The Russian commander, indeed, glanced 
somewhat sadly at the piles of ruins 
through which he passed on his way from 
the city, but most of his followers made 
no attempt to conceal their joy.

Dr. Freudenstein 
directed her to hold up her right hand and 
be sworn.

He repeated the instruc- 
tions and still she .made no move to hold 
up her hand. 

The policeman lifted her hand up and the 
deputy coroner administered the oath of a 
witness. Mrs. Clark did not appear to un- 
derstand what he was saying.

It was the second time that the woman 
had been compelled to look upon the body. 
The first time was Thursday afternoon, 
shortly after the shooting. She was taken 
to the City Hospital for the purpose of 
having Glynn identify her, but when she 
reached there he was dead, and it was his 
lifeless body which she was required to 
look at. 

That ordeal, she said, outweighed in her 
mind any punishment which might be vig- 
ited on her. But the ordeal at the morgue 
was much more distressing to her. 


After returning to the coroner's office 
Mrs. Clark sat with three of her children 
on each side of he, in a dazed condition, 
looking at the floor and not seeming to 
realize what was going on. 

She showed her nervousness by 
her handkerchief in her handa. 

The children are from 8 to 18 vears of 
age. They were all taken to the Four 
Courts Thursday afternoon and were held 
for the coroner, all except Roy, the oldest 
boy, who Is 16 years old, being sent to the 
detention room. Roy was locked up in the 
holdever. 

Attorney Bass, who represents Mrs. 
Clark, said before the inquest began that, 
in view of the state of Mrs, Clark's health. 
he would not permit her to take the stand 


at the inquest. 
Deputy Coroner Freudenstein stated that 


the ordinances require a prisoner to be 
sworn over the body of the person he or 
she is accused of having killed, and that 
it hag always been done.

It is the purpose of the defense to show 
that the money which Miss Bresnham is 
charged with misappropriating was lost 
in loans of this nature which were not re- 
paid, and that In making the loans she 
acted upder Mr. Fulton's instructions.

|Swan, a widower, father of two children, 
| to work for him. Mr. Swan loved children,

|monotonous and gloomy. I wanted a girl

St. Louis Men Invent Device to 
Save Lives of Persons in 
Burning Buildings. 


TO MAKE TEST IN BROADWAY. 


Inventor Will Descend From the 
Fourth Story in Basket 
Made of Steel. 


8S. A. Brams and Eugene Deruntz, pro- 
prietors of a general repair shop at 1428 
Market street, have applied for a patent 
on an autometic fire escape, which they 
will test from the fourth story of a Broad- 
way business house within the next week, 
if permission can be obtained. 

The machine, as demonstrated by the in- 
ventors, is automatic In every department. 
All that is necessary for one wishing to 
be saved ia to get into the basket. The 
machine does the rest. It throws itself 
and the person through the window and 
then lets the person quickly down to the 
ground, 

When the basket is empty it returns of 
its own accord to the window from which 
it came, climbs back into the window and 
rescues'‘another person. It keeps this up 
until there is no one else to be saved. “en 
it stops at the window. 

The escape consists of a wire ae & 
drum on which the cable runs, two strong 
springs, several! wheels, two stee] arms and 
a cable. It is constructed entirely of 
steel. There is a steel frame less than 
@ foot square, which supports a drum and 
two cog-wheels, which run on small cogs 
connected with the springs, one on each 
side of the machine. One espring works in 
lowering the basket, which hangs beneath 
the steel]: device, connected with the drum 
by a wire oable. The other spring is in 
stationary, is released by the weight the 
basket and raises it. There are two steel 
arms which fasten to the wall on the in- 
side of the room, and also to the device. 

The device is supposed at all times to be 
kept fastened to the wall at the side of 
the window and within the room, the stee] 
arms supporting the entire machine. To 
use it one simply steps into the basket. 
A spring, which has been holding the arms 
stationery, is released by the weight in the 
basket and the entire mechanism is thrown 
around three-fourths of a circie and 
through the window. | 
In completing the swing, the arms come! 
to a stop with a sudden jerk, leaving the) 
arms extending straight out from the win-| 
dow and supporting the maehine in that! 
position. The jerk released a hook, which, | 
untli this time, has held the basket to the’ 
machine, and the basket starts on its de- 
soent. The arms are constructed of euch 
length that thoy will allow the basket to 
escape any ledges, awnings or other ob- 
staches which may extend out from the 
bullding. 

Upon the weight being released from the 
basket on the ground, it automatically. as- 
cends to the window from which it came.

Government Likely to Investigate 
Concern’s Connection With 
Defunct Firm.

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—Alleged dealings of 
the Rockefellers’ Nationa] City Bank with 
Munroe & Munroe, whose failure was 
brought about by an attempt to inflate the 
price of Montreal and Boston copper, may 
lead to an inquiry by the federal officials 
to determine whether the national banking 
laws have been violated. 

Archibald G. Loomis, secogil vice-pres!- 
dent of the National City Bank, was prac- 
tically the head of the syndicate whose 
Montreal and Boston stock was ‘‘washed 
up,"” according to Samuel Untermeyer, coun- 
sel for the receiver, so that it could be 
unloaded at huge profit upon the public. 
The syndicate controlled about 700,000

made at over $1 a share. The stocw had

For, according to estimates there are some- 
thing like 371 fewer saloons doing business 
in St. Louis today than there were Tuesday 
evening. 

Mr. Seibert is earning his money by hav- 
ing a chief deputy and three assistants 
issue licenses to men who want to sell 
liquor in St. Louis for the next six months 
and are willing to pay $300 for the privilege. 
Of the $300, $250 goes to the city and $50 
co the state; and of the excise commission- 
er’s charge of $3 for examining the peti- 
tion and bond, $3 for issuing the state li- 
cense and $3 for issuing the city lcense, 
6 per cent, or $6.40 goes into the public 
treasury, and $3.60 goes to Seibert. 

The issuance of licenses began Tuesday. 
Tuesday and Wednesday 948 licenses were 
issued. This made, for Seibert’s account, 
$3,894.80 for the two days, or $1,607.40 a day. 

The issuance of saloon licenses for the 
next six months will continue until Dec. 
11, and during that time Mr. Selbert, unless 
somebody butts in with a big corner on 
wheat, will have the distinction of making 
the biggest day’s wages of any man in St. 
Louis. 

Ana it ts “easy money.” It is not even 
necessary for Mr. Selbert to linger around 
his office. Now and then he drifts in, takes 
a seat at his desk in his private office, 
lights a big cigar, tosses his feet on the 
table and counts dollar marks in the 


Iaclede Hotel or mixing with the states- 
men at Jefferson City. 

Mr. Seibert actg only In an advisory ca- 
pacity when he is at his office and hard 
at work. R. P. Thompson, his chief dep- 
uty, performs the manual labor of fill- 
ing out the Mcense blanks; three other 
Clerks sit at three other desks and keep 
track of the labor Mr. Thompson per- 
forms. 

But Selbert’s big wages do not come ev- 
ery day in the year. The licenses are ts- 
sued once each six montls—Jan,. 3 and 
July 4. Between times there aro a few 
license applicants who straggle in and ask 
for the state’s and citys permission to 
sell] whisky. But the big rush is on in 
January and July. Then the excise com- 
missiner allows the saloon men a week, 
or sometimes, as in the present instance, 
eight days, in which to ey up.

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SOCIETY'S SWIMMING POOL. 

The surface of the swimming pool of St. Louis séciety pre- 
sents a spectacie just now which is both diverting and 
pathetic.

DIG THE CANAL. 

President Roosevelt’s plan to legislate the Isthmian Canal 
Commission out of existence and put the work in charge of 
Seerctary Taft as his own representative is characteristically 
Roosevitian. But change in some form seems desirable. 

The commission is composed of able and eminent men, but 
some of them are so fully employed elsewhere that they can have 
little active connection with the canal. -Others are 30 well ad- 
vanced in years that, valuable as they may be in counsel, they 
are not fitted for active field work in a tropical climate. The 
commission has, in fact, been in Panama only six weeks in the 
past ten months. 

What President Roosevelt wants in the canal zone is pre- 
cisely what the people want—construction. ‘They do not care 
whether the canal is dug by a commission or by John Doe if 
it is only dug. They are surfeited with delay. 
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It is right te give the laurel of the hero to Gen. Stoessel, 
but the great figure at Port Arthur must be Gen. Nogi, whose 
spirit aid determination were never shaken during the ter- 
rible months of the siege, though his two sons died heroically 
that his triumph might come He bore his loss as became the 
chief of his army and,.as far as his soldiers knew, grieved no 
more for his own boys than for the humbler sacrifices to Rus- 
sian bullets.

Seldom, if ever, in history has it fallen to the lot of a com.

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PUBLIC GAMBLING IN CHICAGO AND ST. LOUIS! 


ee

It has been alleged that the war made 


on racetrack gambling in Chicago was 
the result of jealousies umong the gam- 
blers themselves, having its origin at first 
in the desire to create a monopoly of 
gambling privileges for a very few men 
in close combination by criving out the 
horde of small professionals, who set up 
independent establishments here and there 
throughout the city and plunder the public 
by using the results of races run on tracks 
supported by the capital of others, who had 
made heavy investments in the “business.” 

This may not be true of Chicago. It is 
important whether it Is true or not in that 
case, because it defines an issue very 
likely to exist and almost sure to be cre- 
ated, even if it does not exist. 

Every attempt at actual reform is likely 
to be deflected thus, if it be possible to 
do it, so that all gambling privileges in 
connection with any systematized form of 
gambling on races may be thrown into the 
hands of those who actually invest the 
money necessary to open the tracks and 
support the races. 

No matter what the outcome may be in 
Chicago, finally, the resuits are instruc- 
tive as they are summarized statistically 
by a reviewer in “The World Today.’ He 
states at $490,000 the average dally amount 
of ‘“handbtook’’ gambling in Chicago in 
March. In October, after an active fight 
for the suppression of the horde of small! 
gamblers preying independently on the 
Chicago public, the “average daily amount 
of handbook bets” is stated at $3600. This 
supposedly includes all bets, and indicates 
“an average daily loss of $393,000 worth 
of business.’’ 

From March 15 to Nov. 1, 278 arrests 
were made in Chicago in attempts to reach 
professional gamblers who “organize re- 
sults’ for unprofessional bettors. Court 
fines, amounting to over $20,000, were im- 
posed in cases where convictions or pleas 
of guilty were recorded. These numbered 
only 644 for the tota] arrests, Dut in spite 
of this small number of convictions the 
drop from $400,000 in daily gambling re- 
ceipts to only $3500 shows that fn Chicago 
and everywhere else systematic gambling 
can succeed publicly only when it is sup- 
ported tacitly by public authority.

When Professional Gambling Was at Its High Tide.

The ‘general effect of this system on Chi- 
cago morals is suggested when it is said 
that “any morning in Chicago” it was pos- 
sible to see young girls, who work in fac- 
tories, joining young men while on the 
way to work and making up bets systemat- 
ically for the day, as if it were part of the 
day's regular business. It is said that 
many Chicago girls have been educated 
thus until they “know the language of the 
track, can talk glibly of the relative weight 
of jockeys and of their riding weight in the 
saddle, with all the other track information 
which makes them ripe for plucking." 

That there is no necessary exaggeration 
in this statement in St. Louis when: hun- 
dreds of girls not yet out of their teens 
were drawn with gray-haired women and 
males of all ages into the racetrack gam- 
bling swindles conducted by the ‘“‘get-rich- 
quick companies:’ whose collapse probably 
gave occasion to the attack made on the 
system in Chicago. 

There has been no radical remedy found 
in Chicago, and there may be an attempt 
made through the Illinois Legislature to 
legalize and monopolize gambling privi- 
leges in the hands of a few capitalists 
under an improvement on the devices em- 
bodied in the Missour! breeders’ law under 
which every racetrack is made a focus 
for gambling activities reaching as far as 
demoralization can be carried to the homes 
and workplaces of the community by tele- 
graph and telephone. 

Results have demonstrated over and over 
that any system of public gambling, either 
tolerated by authority of enactment or by 
authority in spite of law, is ruinous, re- 
sulting in depravity of public morals, show- 
ing itself at its worst in depraved politics 
which organized public gambling is used to 
control. 

The system is a crime. The breeders’ law

When a few days after the murder of 
Klizabeth Gillespie, her brother was ar- 
reeted for the crimo lynch talk was buzzed 
about on all sides, and extra precautions 
Were taken to nrevent any such action.

est interest, and the courtroom has been 
packed to the doors every day. 

In the previous trial James Gillespie was 
tried, together with his sister, Mrs, Belle 
Seward, and Mrs. Myron Barbour, and his 
brother-in-law. Myron Barbour, who were 
indicted jointly with him. In the second 
trial Gillespie faced the jury alone, and 
the cases of his two sisters and brother- 
in-law are yet to come up. 

It now seems likely that sentence will 
be passed on. James Gillespie tomorrow 
and that he will be hurried off to prison 
to begin his long sentence before the pas- 
sion of the people of Obion County causes 
them to cheat the law out of its prisoner.
